sent home from K orea by her soldier son. 


The Korean consul general in N ew York, D avid Namkoong, told 


the N ew Y o rk Tim es it was w orth about $100,000, “ if such a price­ 
less national treasure can have a price tag.” 


The rug is made up of 48 m atched leopard skins and measures 18 
and a half feet by eight feet. Sgt. E lv e re H. G iltn er sent it home last 
month, w riting his parents “ the Gook who sold it to me said it was 


w orth at least $25,000 and came from the Chank Duk Palace in 
Seoul." 


The Ginners, who have six other children, took one look at the 
rug and decided it was too big for their house when the rug arrived 
in a duffel bag Ju n e 18. They sent it to a fur storage company, and 
announced it was for sale to the highest bidder. 


In N ew York. Namkoong saw a newspaper photograph of the 
rug. and thought it was one owned by the late Queen M in, \*ho re­ 
ceived m any fabulous gifts from foreign potentates. 


He said it was a “ very odd" souvenir for a soldier to send home. 


Mrs. G iltn er said today collecting souvenirs comes n aturally to 
her son--“ the whole fam ily collects things like m atch folders, salt 
and pepper shakers and other things." she said. 


“ W e ’re all bew ildered,” she said. “ A U I ve done all night is an­ 
sw er the telephone.” 


The calls came from New’ York, Washington and Denver, she 
said, but none was from governm ent agents. 


If the government steps in, we would move through proper 
channels,” she said, adding as far as she is concerned, the rug still is 
for sale.

What's iii a name? Also, what’s in a title? 
Within the 
past few years it has 
been 
noted thai some of the newspaper men who 
have been taken into governmental service 
as plain ordinary press agents for certain of­ 
ficials or offices, bureaus or commissions, 
have suddenly decided that they didn’t like 
the title of “publicity man” or “press agent' 
They wanted something that might give the 
public 'he impression that they 
weren't 
merely harding out propaganda. T hey de­ 
cided, nr their bosses maybe aid for them, 
that they 
should be called 
“Information 
Specialists’’. 
It was pointed out that many painters had 
taken over the title of “interior decorators” 
and that firms formerly known as under­ 
takers'' had become “Morticians". They felt 
that better 
sounding titles had been 
as­ 
sumed by several 
professions and 
other 
lines of business, so why not these news­ 
papermen who had gone into government 
service for a purpose of helping to make 
votes for the administration which hired 
them? 
In the federal government, it was decided 
that a good title was needed to mask prop­ 
aganda. Today, no federal agency is com­ 
plete without a goodly number of “Informa­ 
tion Specialists” who pound away at type­ 
writers. whirl the 
mimeograph machines, 
and pour out “dope” by the newsprint ton to 


a waiting world. Nine-tenths of their effu­ 
sions get into the nearest waste-basket. 
A joint conference committee of Congress, 
on appropriations, has recommended a 25<; 
reduction’in budget estimates for salaries 
paid to government “press agents” and “In­ 
formation Specialists’'. 


In one. department 
alone, the Pentagon 
Defense Department and Armed Services 
offices are reported to have an annual pay­ 
roll of $2,484,853 for these “specialists". This 
is an increase of more than $1,000,000 in the 
last 
year. Five hundred and twenty-five 
people are on the payroll in this depart­ 
ment of public relations, 200 more than last 
year. 


Besides this, tile army and air force in the 
last year have dished out $5,868,000 to pri­ 
vate business for advertising and promo­ 
tion purposes. This includes the distribu­ 
tion of 
“handouts” to newspaper, 
maga­ 
zines, radio and TV stations. One drive cost­ 
ing $66,000 in a single contract was directed 
at influencing the ladies to join the serv­ 
ices. 


Isn't it about time we 
stopped wasting 
money for purposes like these? The army, 
navy and air force don’t need propagandists. 
They have written their record in American 
history. There is no sense in creating nice, 
soft jobs for some people at public expense. 
This sort 
of thing has become 
almost a 
racket in the past 18 years.

After an attack of rheumatic 
fever the patient m ust be given 
care 
for a period of 
weeks or 
months to help protect the heart 
from damage. 
When he is com­ 
pletely well again, every effort 
must be made to prevent a recur­ 
rence of the rheumatic attack. 
Among the symptoms of rheu­ 
m atic 
fever 
are pains 
m 
the 
joints, 
aching 
muscles, 
fever, 
chills, sweating, 
fatigue, loss

color, 
weigh' and 
appetite, and 
s welling of the joints. 
The sever­ 
ity of the symptoms varies a great

Child Protected 
After an attack 
of rheum atic 
fever the child must be protected 
from draughts and chilling and 
must be given a nutritious diet 
and plenty of fluids.

as the salicylates are useful for 
relieving pain in the joints.

This age-old terror of the mari­ 
time world may soon be brought to 
heel if experiments conducted in 
New York harbor with shore-based 
radar prove successful. 
A trial run has demonstrated 
that vessels can be tracked safely 
through channel traffic by an op­ 
erator on shore spotting obstruc­ 
tions in the ship’s path and relay­ 
ing the Information to the pilot in 
ample time for a change in course. 
The Port of New York Author­ 
ity conducted the shore-to-ship ra­ 
dar experiment at Fort Wadsworth 
on Staten Island, whose ramparts 
command an unobstructed view of 
New York's busy harbor. 
The Wanderer, a floating lab­ 
oratory owned by the Sperry Gyro­ 
scope company, served as the tar­ 
get vessel. She was tracked down

All the police duty officer has to 
do then is to give the number to 
the patrol car nearest the scene 
over the police radio network. All 
radio cars have lists of customers, 
with the address, exact location of 
the property involved, 
and other 
details. 
Similar 
alarm

have 
been in use for years, but they are 
more expensive and, what counts 
more, much slower. 
Where it took 
the flying squad 
ten minutes to 
reach the scene 
under the old system, it will take 
not more than two or three min­ 
utes under the new one.
